Descriptions of new Butterflies from Costa Rica: by ARTHUR

The following are the principal novelties from the fine 
Collection recently brought from Cartago, Costa Rica, by 
Dr. van Patten; the Heliconide have still to be examined.

lower strongly angulated outwards, the two together form- 
ing a biangulated oblique zigzag line; palpi long, the last 
joint slanting downwards.
